‘Overview of reading material 
-enlightens grade-schoolers

> “Well, try reading it again.” 

If this is the best advice you 
can give your child when he is 
having trouble. understanding his 
school books, réad on. 

When homework involves 
reading and your child is having 
-difficulties, it is hard to know 
»how. to.help..But_there are some 
‘effective strategies for under- 
standing printed material other 
than just reading the selection 
over and over. 


The type of reading—required— 


of children changes around the 
third or fourth grade. They no 
“longer read just ‘to demonstrate 
their reading skills; they are 
-expected to-read information in 
content areas like science, social 
studies or math, and apply that 
information in some way. 

It’s important that children 
make the transition into content 
reading. Use the-following—tech- 
niques with year child to help 
him strengthen his reading com- 
prehension skills. 

¢Get an overview of the mate- 
rial. 

Overviewing printed material 
is a way of looking over a book 
or chapter and getting a general 
idea of what is being said. T! 
can be done before or after 
reading of the text. 

- *How to overview. 


Read the first ‘sentence of 
each paragraph if you are over- 
viewing a.chapter. The first sen- 
tence is usually the topic sen- 
tence and tells what the 
paragraph is about. 

«Summarize what you read. 

After reading a chapter, ask 
your child to tell you what it 
was about. If he has_ difficulty 
with this task, narrow the sub- 
ject to-one paragraph.—Ask-him 
to tell you in just one word what 
the paragraph-was about. Write 
these words down to use later in 
an outline. 

*Find topic sentences. 

Look’ for one sentence in the 
paragraph that sa. 
paragraph is about. 
topic sentence. Underlining these 
will help if your child needs to 
reread the selection or study it 
later. 

“Ask questions about the mate- 
rial. 

‘Ask your child questions about 
what he has read. Don’t turn 
this ‘session into an exam, 
though. If he can't answer a 
question, go to the chapter and 
find the answer together. 

Question him about his pur- 
pose for reading ‘the chapter. 
How will he be tested on the 
information? Does he have to 
participate in a discussion of the 
material, answer multiple choice 
questions or write answers to 
essay questions?

The U.S. Department of Trans- 
portation will fund $13 million in 
repairs to the Martin Luther 
King-Jr. Bridge. . 

The funds will be used for ren- 
ovation of the bridge deck and 
structural work, on the 27-year- 
old span. Traffic on the bridge 
linking St. Louis and East St. 
Louis has been reduced to two 
lanes in recent years because of 
deterioration of the deck. 

“This is- great news for com- 


muters,”’ said Sen. John C. Dan- 
forth, R-Mo., who made the 
announcement. ~ 


“A-reliever for Poplar Street 
Bridge is the No, 1 need for 
commuter traffic across the Mis- 
sissippi River,” he said. __ 

Danforth said acting-Secretary 
of Transportation Jim Burnley 
told-him late Thursday (Oct.—29) 
that the department would fund 
the project. 

The senator’s announcement 
came one day after the East- 
West- Gateway Coordinating 
Council endorsed an Illinois 
Department of Transportation 
application for federal funding 
for most of the $22.5-million proj- 
ect. According to-its"application, 
IDOT would supply $3.4 million 
of. the cost and the Missouri 
Department of Transportation 





another $1.1 million—leaving $13 
million—néeded from federal 
sources. 

On Monday, IDOT officials 
were awaiting official word on 
the federal funding promised by 
Danforth, said Kent Muskopf, a 
district—planner--in--IDOT’s--Col- 
linsville office. 

But if the figure is correct, 
ae said IDOT would exam- 
ine other sources for obtaining 
the remaining $5 million needed 
to complete the _ bridge project. 
However, the agency is confident 
the balance of the funding can 
be found, he said. 

“We feel_confident that-we can 
start (work on the bridge) early 
next year,”* he said. 

If that timetable is met, Mus- 
kopf said the project would take 
18 months to complete and that 
the span would be closed com- 
pletely for. nearly one year— 
probably from June 1988 to June 
1989- 5 

The impact of the closing will 
be significant because the King 
Bridge now carries about 25 per- 
cent of the traffic crossing the 
Mississippi River during _rushr 
hours, he said? Although the 
King Bridge carries only about 
13,000 cars all day—compared 
with more than 100,000 on the 
Poplar Street Bridge—during the 
7 to 8 a.m. rush hour the King 
Bridge carries ,2,100 cars com- 
pared to 6,700_on the Poplar
